He  had  nn  hia  uniform, 
and  was  safely  lodeed  in  jail.  The  unfortunate 
yoong  aiaa  Outon  died  about  two  honra  after  being 
shot.  It  is  supposed  the  soldier,  who  bears  a  bad 
character,  is  branded  an  a  deaertt-r,  and  had  often 
been  punished,  intended  to  ahoot  Major  Buah,  one 
of  hit  ofBcers,  and  mistook  the  student  for  hiia 
Clrary  has  been  committed  on  the  capital  charge.
